With the United States government 
marking time and awaiting develop- 
ments which will compel the adminis- 
tration to adopt a definite policy to- 
ward the Diaz government in Naca- 
ragua, the Nicaraguan legation here 
yesterday made public a cablegram 
from Cuadra Pasos, minister of foreign 
concerning active aid which 
Mexico is giving to the revolutionists 
who are seeking to drive Diaz from the 
presidency. 

The direct clash between the United 
States and Mexico over the Nicaraguan 
situation causes no particular surprise 
to officials and diplomats here, because 
it has been apparent for some time that 
President Calles of Mexico has been 
seeking to enhance his own prestige in 
Latin-American affairs by supporting 
Dr. Sacasa, the liberal candidate, and 
has correspondingly sought to under- 
mine the prestige of the United States 
by frustrating America’s effort to sup- 
port Diaz, after having formally rec- 
ognized him. 

The diplomatic contest thus involved 
would either result in the maintenance 
or collapse of.

Mount Makushin Emits Fire; 
Cities in Washington 
State Shaken. 


Dutch Harbor, Alaska, Dec. 30 (By 
A. 'P.).—Fire and vapor today burst 
from Mount Makushin, southwest of 
Dutch Harbor, and a heavy smoke to- 
night continued to pour from the peak.

FAIL TO FIX POLICY 
UNDER MEXICAN LAW 


Act, Called Confiscatory, 
Is to Go Into Effect 
Tomorrow. 


CALLES GOVERNMENT 
MAY SEIZE PROPERTY 


Concessions, However, Not to 
Be Given to Any Third 
Parties, It Is Held. 


New York, Dec. 30 (By A. .P).—A 
special meeting of the Association of 
Producers of Petroleum in Mexico to 
consider President Calles’ refusal to 
grant an extension of time in which 
to comply with the new Mexican oil 
la was adjourned today with a state- 
rcnt that no action was taken. Of- 
ficilals of the association declined to 
state whether oll interests concerned 
would or would not file applications 
for confirmation of their rights, as re- 
quired under the new law. The time 
limit will expire at midnight on Decem- 
ber 31 

Officials also indicated that whether 
another meeting would be held tomor- 
row night might depend on advices 
from their representatives in Mexico 
City. 

The American oil interests have re- 
fused to comply with the law, associ- 
ation officials explained, because they 
consider the term “confirmation of 
rights’ a misnomer. Enforcement of 
the law, they contend, would be tan- 
tamount to confiscation. It was con- 
tended further that forms of applica- 
tion which have been prepared by the 
Mexican government have been “am- 
biguous” and “conflicting.” 


Court Action Pending. 


Action against the law, appealed by 
certain companies from lower courts, 
are now pending in the Mexican su- 
preme court. The lower courts ruled 
against the oil interests on the ground 
that the suits were premature. 

It was intimated in some quarters 
that certain companies might permit 
their rights to lapse under the law and 
attempt to recover their properties by 
action through State Department chan- 
nels. About fifteen high officials of 
American oil companies were present at 
the meeting, including F. H. Wickett, 
chairman of the board of the Pan- 
American Petroleum & Transport Co., 
and Harry F. Sinclair, chairman of the 
board of the Sinclair Consolidated Oil 
Corporation. 


Government May Get Title. 


Mexico City, Dec. 30 (By A. P.).— 
The Mexican governmert theoretically 
will become one of the biggest owners 
of oll lands in the world on January 1, 
unless there is a last-minute alteration 
in the situation brought about by pro- 
mulgation of the new petroleum and 
land laws and the failure of the oil 
companies thus far to accept the laws. 

Under the terms of the new regula- 
tions all oil lands under foreign title, 
the holders of which have not applied 
for confirmatory concessions before 
January 1, will revert automatically to 
the Mexican government. President 
Calles has refused to grant an ex- 
tension of time for making these regu- 
lations effective. 

Neither government officials nor 
representatives of the oil companies 
here have accurate statistics regarding 
all the property involved, but unoffi- 
cial estimates are that many thousands 
of acres with a potential value of per- 
haps billions of dollars are affected. 


Seizure May be Delayed. 


Fundamentally the deadlock between 
the Mexican government and the most 
important foreign oil companies con- 
tinues apparently unchanged, with 
much uncertainty as to the specific 
developments after the new year. There 
is a feeling among some that although 
the law provides that the titles shall 
revert to the Mexican government, the 
government may not actually take over 
the lands at once, thereby affording no 
grounds for direct complaints from 
foreign interests of confiscation, thus 
the present status of uncertainty might 


remain indefinitely. 

Senor Morones, secretary of com- 
merce and industry, has announced 
that the government will not turn over 
to third parties the leases on the oil 
lands reverting to the government be- 
cause of failure of the present title- 
holders to apply for new confirmatory 
concessions. The oil interests were 
fearful that concessions to their proper- 
ties might be granted to other indi- 
viduals or companies which would ac- 
cept the new laws and make formal ap- 
plication.

Experiments Not Yet Successful. 

At the same time the change in 
policy apparently is one of intent more 
than an immediate actuality. The 
chemists of the government are experi- 
menting constantly on denaturants of 
various sorts. They have, according to 
their own reports, made some progress 
toward evolving ingredients that would 
make alcohol unpalatable without be- 
ing injurious to health no matter how 
redistilled, but they have not been suc- 
cessful yet. 

The formula which goes into effect 
tomorrow is described as a step in this 
direction. The pyridiness has been 
eliminated from it, but as an offset the 
amount of wood alcohol has been 
doubled so that in the new mixture it 
will reach 4 per cent of the whole.

Moscow, Dec. 30 (By A. P.).—An im- 
portant government official declared 


here tonight that “tangible and pal- 
pable” approaches were made to Russia 
from the United States during the sum- 
mer, respecting recognition. Whether 
these approaches were made in Wash- 
ington or elsewhere. and by whom and 
through what medium, this official, 
who generally reflects the views of the 
foreign office, would not disclose. 

“TI can only say,” he declared, “that 
the American government definitely 
abandoned its intransigent attitude 
toward us, and was ready to discuss 
privately if not officially, terms of 
recognition. Then suddenly something 
happened and this will always be 4 
mystery to us. The conversation ter- 
minated abruptly. Whether it was the 
American cotton crisis, the American 
elections, quarrels within our com- 
munist party or other factor, we do not 
know. But the State Department again 
climbed on the high horse and refused 
to treat with us.” 


Would Send Delegation. 


While the soviet was unable to ac-

It all 
results in the masses of people becom- 
ing impatient and nervous. This is the 
period of maximum excitability in each 
cycle, which gives solutions of the 
greatest problems of humanity. 

“This period inspires nations to the 
greatest insanities as well as the great- 
est achievements. The most prominent 
events in human history occur in this 
period. The last period 


is the subsi- 
dence of this excitability.” 


Events in Sun Activity. 


Some of the great events which the 
writer declared had occurred during 
periods of sun-spot activity, included 
the fall of the Moorish empire in Spain, 
and the discovery of America in 1492: 
the French revolution in 1789; the Rus-

Asiatic Culture in Alaska. 


Fossil ivory and other objects with 
indications of Asiatic conditions, re- 
cently discovered in Alaska, were de- 
scribed today by Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, in 
& paper prepared for the association. 
The objects showed evidences of a re- 
markable and rich old culture. Under 
the auspices of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution Dr. Hrdlicka made a four- 
months trip to Alaska and islands of 
the Bering sea. One object was the 
tracing of all possible clews as to man’s 
antiquity and his migrations. 

About 900 miles of the Yukon, from 
Tanana downward, and the principal 
Bering sea islands and the seacoasts 
from Nome to Point Barrow were ex- 
plored. 

“The results,” said the doctor, “were 
the location of scores of dead villages 
with some older sites along both the 
Yukon and the coasts, the finding of 
a hitherto unknown stone industry on 
the lower central Yukon, the gathering 
of many old archeological objects, par- 
ticularly of fossil ivory, which show 
collectively a remarkable and rich old 
culture with indications of connections 
on one side deep into Asia and on

Brindell was sued by the government

Brindell had real ability for selecting 
henchmen who would give him un-| 
questioning loyalty. By arranging their 
appointment as minor officers of the 
building trades council he was eventu- 
ally able to install himself at its head 
His tempestuous reign was brought to 
an end six years ago with the Lock- 
wood housing investigation. Samuel 
Untermyer, appointed special attorney 
general, prosecuted Brindell in a sen-| 
sational trial which ended with the | 
labor leader’s sentence to five to ten 
years in State prison for extortion 
Brindell made workers, Untermyer said, 
pay for the privilege of working; made 
builders pay for the privilege of builld- 
ing, and made material men jpiay for the 
privilege of buying and selling supplies. 

After three years and nine months 
Brindell was unconditionally paroled 
“in consideration of his perfect record 
for good conduct in prison.’ Soon 
rumor was rife that Brindell was fast 
resuming his old control of the build- | 
ing trades. Investigations were 
manded, and for a time Brindell 
“banished” from New 
mer home at Schroon lake, in the Adi- | 
rondacks, by the parole board At a 
formal meeting later the parole board | 
unanimously dismissed the charges as 
unfounded. 

He was 47 years old and was born in |

Present Claims as Ports 
at Board Hearing. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Baltimore as the closest port to the 
South American market for the middle 
West and the need of New England in- 
dustry for an economic outlet through 
the development of Boston as a harbor 
were described yesterday by representa- 
tives of those two cities at a hearing 
before the Shipping Board of the re- 
allocation of the operating port of the 
American Republic’s line. The line, 
which operates freight ships to South 
America, at present, has its base in New 
York, but requests for its reallocation 
have been received by the board from 
other cities. 

Philadelphia also is being proposed 
as the line’s port, while representatives 
of New York are seeking that port’s re- 
tention in the hearings. 

While Senator Bruce and Senator- 
elect Tydings, of Maryland, and mem- 
bers of the House from that State spoke 
in favor of Baltimore's selection, Repre- 
sentatives Edith N. Rogers and Luce, of 
Massachusetts, advocated the greater 
benefit to New England if Boston was 
named the line’s port. 


Moore Seeks Power 
For U.S. Prosecutor 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Federal Prosecuting Attorneys would 
be given the right to comment on the 
failure of a defendant to testify in 
criminal trials and the court would be 
permitted to tell the Jury to give “such 
weight as it thinks proper to that cir- 
cumstance,” under a bill drafted yes- 
terday by Representative Moore, Demo- 
crat, of Virginia. 

As an illustration of a condition 
which he thinks should be corrected, 
Moore referred to the recent trials in 
which Harry M. Daugherty, Thomas W. 
Miller and Albert B. Fall “kept silent, 
although they had the right to speak, 
and then were protected from any criti- 
cism for not testifying.” 


Load Speed Mark Set 
By Plane With Ton 


Sesto Calende, Italy, Dec. 30 (By A. 
P.).—Alessandro Passaleva, Italian avia- 
tor, who established a world altitude 
record for an airplane carrying a useful 
load on December 22, today established 
what is claimed to be a new world speed 
record for a plane also carrying a useful 
load. 

Piloting an 8-62 hydroplane, carry- 
ing 2,200 pounds of useful load, Passa- 
leva averaged 190,389 kilometers (about 
119 miles) an hour. 

Examination of the instruments of 
the machine in which Passaleva estab- 
lished his altitude record showed that 
he reached a height of 6,137 meters, or 
about 20,450 feet, instead of the 5,930 
meters originally announced.

“By golly,” he said, “that was worse 
than coming up to bat with the bases 
loaded and two out and the score tied 
in the ninth.” 

Gaeteno Delucca, Nashville vocal in- 
structor, who snatched MacPherson 
from a minstrel show organized to earn 
money for his team, trained him and 
put him in the “major league” in three 
years, dashed into the dressing room 
to find his pupil in a predicament. Mac- 
Pherson, King’s whiskers, regal robes, 
sandals and crowfi still on, was being 
unharnessed. But he didn't know how 
to get the paint off his face.

Years ago this macerated mass found its way 
into the souvenir shops, and visitors were able 
to carry home for a small sum a very bad re- 
production of the bust of George Washington, 
Abraham Lincoln, or some other celebrity, 
which bore a label on its base telling that the 
toy was composed of old money, ‘‘estimated to 
have been worth $20,000.’’ Sometimes the 
estimate was considerably higher, but $20,000 
was the usual guess and was entirely satis- 
factory to the souvenir hunter. 

But the volume of paper money in circula- 
tion has grown to such great proportions and 
the macerated bills which have been replaced 
with new issues form such a great mass that 
it is mecessary to dispose of the pulp in whole- 
sale lots. The Stephens Paper Mills has the 
contract for the purchase of such material. The 
railroad’s tariff rate for the 375 miles between 
the Treasury and the mills of the contractor 


is 38 cents per hundred pounds in carload lots.

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CROWDS VISIT YULE 
TREE AT MONASTERY 


Many Also Make Pilgrimage 
to Reproduction of Birth- 
place of Christ. 


Crowds of visitors have viewed the 
gigantic Christmas tree which domi- 
nates Northeast Washington from the 
entrance of the Franciscan monastery, 
1400 Quincy street northeast, and en- 
joys the distinction of being the largest 
public Christmas tree.in the Capital. 
It is approximately 47 feet high, and is 
visible from a long distance in any 
direction. 

The. tree grows naturally. It is 
adorned with various yuletide trinkets, 
as well as 360 electric light bulbs of 
different colors. At night, its brilliant 
reflection may be seen by persons in 
the neighborhood, the glittering bulbs— 
one-third of which are “twinklers’’— 
topped by a vivid white clster of lights 
forming a star.

HOW 


MORE POISONING FROM CARBON 
MONOXIDE. 


A PROMINENT lawyer tells me that 


carbon monoxide poisoning now 
leads all other causes in suits for 


Every few days the papers carry a news 
story about some man who has been 
overcome by gas in a garage. The cases 
that get into lawyers’ offices include 
chronic poisoning, both fatal and non- 
fatal, as well as the acute fatal poison- 
ing. 

A physician who practices in tke gas 
belt writes me about the prevalence of 
headaches and other symptoms of 
chronic carbon monoxide poisoning 
among his patients. It seems probable 
that in this case the poisoning is due 
to the use of improper burners in 
kitchens. He writes me that he and 
his associates frequently have seen pa- 
tients with symptoms of mild chronic 
carbon monoxide poisoning,~but they 
did not know how to go about making 
sure of the diagnosis. 

Several Ohio legislatures have con- 
sidered legislation for the control of 
gas burners, stoves, gas tubing, and 
gas fixtures. The New York city health 
department will not allow gas tubing 
and pipes to be used unless they have 
been approved by the officials of that 
department. 

Policemen in Philadelphia complain 
of certain assignments because they re- 
quire work in air that is badly polluted 
by carbon monoxide. 

The New York City Academy of 
Medicine, through a committee, pre- 
dicts that the streets of New York will 
be impossible by 1930 by reason of the 
carbon monoxide in the alr. 

There has been need of some labora- 
tory apparatus by which carbon mon- 


oxide could be detected in the air. |: 


Since the poison has no odor and since 
it does not irritate either the nose, 
eyes or skin to give warning of its pres- 
ence, miners have used mice and birds 
for the purpose of having them warn 
of danger. 

Mr. Katz and others of the staff of 
the United States bureau of mines have 
perfected an apparatus which automat- 
ically rings a bell whenever the amount 
of carbon monoxide in the air rises 
above the danger level. It has been

street tunnel in Pittsburgh. It is well 
suited for practical use in tunnels, 
mines, foundries, rolling mills, large ga- 
rages and automobile repair shops. 

Katz and his associates tell of an- 
other method for the same purpose re- 
ported by Lamb and Vail. Sayers and 
Yant have devised a method for the 
rapid examination of the blood for car- 
bon monoxide. It can also be used for 
air. Laboratories should be able to ex- 
amine a few drops of blood and verify 
the physician's diagnosis of chronic 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 


TOO MUCH COFFEE. 

M. C. writes: Permit me to ask your 
advice in regard to too much coffee. 
Sister seems a regular coffee fiend; she 
drinks three or four cups of coffee at 
every meal three times a day. She is 
now very nervous and irritable and her 
mind and memory seem to be affected. 
She asks the same questions repeatedly 
several times and then she forgets 
them. She occasionally has a pain in 
her stomach, and her limbs and feet 
are very weak. She thinks much coffee 
is harmless and she does not’ believe 
that caffeine is a poison. 


REPLY. 


Your sister is suffering from coffee 
poisoning. Hollingsworth showed that 
two cups (average size, average 
strength) is about as much of a daily 
dose as the average person can take ad- 
vantageously. More than that is harm- 
ful. Caffeine is a drug with definite 
properties.

The association recommended to its 
member colleges that preseason foot- 
ball practice be limited to a period of | 
three weeks prior to the opening game, 
with such practice limited to the col- 
lege grounds. This recommendation, | 
featuring a report designed to curb 
over-emphasis on the intercollegiate 
game was passed after a heated debate 
but on a unanimous vote. Representa- | 
tives of Brown and New York university | 
voted against it. 


The chairman prefaced his re- 
port by pointing to the beneficial 
effects of changes made in the rules

Capital Woman Dies on Eve 


Of Her 126th Birthday 


At the age of 125 years, Mrs, Alcinda 
Bell, colored, died yesterday at the resi- 
dence of her daughter, Mrs. Annie 
Coleman, 1516 Third street northwest. 
Had she lived, she would have com- 
pleted her 126th year today. Without 
the attendance of a doctor during her 
entire lifetime, and with the belief that 
she would live to be 200, she main- 
tained possession of her faculties until 
48 hours before her death. 

It was while describing a trip taken 
by her to New York, with her employ- 
ers, to witness the sailing of the Cler- 
mont, “Fulton's Folly,”’ on the Hudson, 
that she “lost her swallow,” and could 
not finish her tale. She came to 
| Washington for the first time follow- 
ing this trip, and had vivid memories

age of 86. Her youngest son, Frank 
Coleman, died here eight years ago at 
the age of 72. She is survived by 10 
grandchildren, 28 great-grandchildren, 
and 5 children of the next generation. 

A clay pipe, with reed stem, was left 
as an heirloom, said to have been in 
her possession more than 100 years. 
Funeral arrangements await the ar- 
rival of grandchildren from New York 
and Philadelphia.

Seek Loose Leaf Forms. 


The principal change the bill sets 
up for procedure in the recorder’s of- 
fice is the substitution of loose-leaf 
printed forms for recording of instru- 
ments, instead of the use of book type- 
writing machines and bound volumes, 
as at present, with authorization of a 
further change to the photostat system 
when a new building shall have been 
provided. 

“This will save the writing of 100,- 
000,000 words a year,” said Havenner, 
“and should result in a considerable re- 
duction in the fees for recording. The 
loose-leaf plan is an intermediate step 
leading to the photostat method, which 
is the ideal method. 

“We did not recommend immediate 
change to the photostat plan because 
the present recorder’s building is so in- 
adequate and is so cut up that it 


to permit the photostat method to be 
installed. We do provide in the bill, 
however, that photostats may be put 
in when a new Duilding is provided. 
That would result in further economy.”

12.500 PAIRS OF TAGS 
RECEIVED BY COOMBS 


Second Shipment for Autos 
Makes 37,500 cn Hand 
for Distribution. 


The problematical date of the public 
issuance of 1927 automobile license tags 


shipment, consisting of 12,500 pairs of 
the tags, was received by Wade Coombs, 
superintendent of licenses. Th!s makes 
37,500 tags, in all, that have been re- 
ceived, of which 20,000 are for com- 
mercial and hackers’ vehicles. Coombs 
said he hoped to receive additional ones 
early enough to begin their distribution 
January 15. 

Coombs estimates that there are ap- 
proximately 80,000 cars in the District 
at present, 20,000 trucks and 60,000 
pleasure cars. Last December 68,000 
pairs of 1926 tags were issued, includ- 
ing all classes and he says the rate of 
increase has been 20 per cent a year 
for the last five years. 

Although he expects to issue only 
80,000 pairs of tags in the initial dis- 
tribution, 127,000 have been ordered, 
for 5,000 tags a month, on an average, 
are issued throughout the year, for 
replaced and new cars. For example, 
in addition to the 68,000 tags issued 
for 1°26 in December, 1925, there were 
60,000 others issued throughout the 
present year.
